1. DUE TO RECENT TRANSFER OE OEFICERS WHO MANAGED CU PROGRAMS 
IN COUNTRY, REPORT IS NOT AS COMPREHENSIVE OR COMPLETE AS 
WOULD BE DESIRED. HOWEVER, POST HAS ATTEMPTED TO BE AS COMPLETE 
AS POSSIBLE WITHIN GUIDELINES REEAIR. 

2. EVALUATION OF CU PROGRAM: 

(A) STRENGTHENING RELATIONSHIPS: 

ALTHOUGH RELATIVELY FEW IN NUMBER, THE AMERICAN 
SPECIALIST PROGRAM OPENED NEW, AND BROADENED EXISTING, 

CHANNELS OF COMMUNICATIONS WITH A BROAD SPECTRUM OE 
GOVERNMENT AND NON-GOVERNMENT OFEICIALS. 

DR. RAY E. HIEBERT'S JOURNALISM SEMINARS NOT ONLY 

HELPED INVIGORATE THE NEWLY-EORMED LESOTHO UNION 

OF JOURNALISTS, THEY ALSO INSTILLED SUFFICIENT 

CONFIDENCE FOR THE UNION TO SEEK AND OBTAIN THE 

SPONSORSHIP OP A SOUTHERN AFRICAN JOURNALISTS CONFERENCE. 

CONFERENCE ORGANIZERS HAVE SOLICITED THE EMBASSY FOR ASSISTANCE. 
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IN ANOTHER AREA, LECTURES BY MANAGEMENT EXPERT, DR. JACK H. DOTY, 
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TO LESOTHO'S LEADING MANAGERS EROM THE PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SECTOR 
STIMULATED AN AWARENESS OE AMERICAN COMMERCIAL OEFERINGS. THE 
USIS LIBRARIAN REPORTS THAT LOCAL "TRADERS " NOW REGULARLY 
CONSULT THE COMMERCIAL LIBRARY WHICH WAS MOVED EROM THE MORE- 
DISTANT EMBASSY TO THE CENTRALLY LOCATED USIS LIBRARY. 

(B) INVOLVING IMPORTANT GROUPS AND INSTITUTIONS: 

THE QUALITY OF PARTICIPANTS SELECTED BY CU IS TO BE 
COMMENDED. THEIR ACCEPTANCE BY LESOTHO HOST INSTITUTIONS WAS 
TOTAL, AS WAS THE RESPONSE AND COOPERATION OF THE PARTICIPANTS. 
THEIR PRESENCE IN THIS 10- YEAR-OLD NATION HELPED STRENGTHEN 
THE LONG, THIN BOND THAT CONNECTS THIS SMALL AND DISTANT NATION 
AND ITS PEOPLE TO AMERICA.

EY 76 SAW IV GRANTS UTILIZED POR THE LOCAL DIRECTOR OP AAI (MRS. 
CELICAH MOROSE); A MAIOR OPPOSITION FIGURE AND LAWYER 
(MR. KHALAKI SELLO); A LINGUISTICS PROCESSOR AT THE NATIONAL 
UNIVERSITY OP LESOTHO (PROCESSOR RAMONE); AND AN UP AND COMING

DUE TO LESOTHO GOVERNMENT POOT-DRAGGING, GRANTS
